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JEC coup results in bloodbath 


Admissions coupon 
to replace application

Admittedly Warped 

The GW Undergraduate Ad- 
missions Office announced yester- 
day the “GW Coupon Deal,” in 
which any student who submits a 
blank check and a piece of paper 
reading “I prefer Tractorbutt” to 
the University will be granted ad- 
mission. 

“It’s sort of like the deal Burger 
King offered, except instead of 
getting a Whopper you get to attend 
GW,” GW’s Director of Ad- 
missions George “Ima” Stoner 
said. “I think we’ll bring in a whole 
new caliber of students.” 

Stoner, age 137, said those who 
take part in the new program will 
receive several fringe benefits. The 
first 100 participants will be 
awarded a life-size cutout of GW 
President Stephen Joel Tractorbutt 
and a Vegetarian Mousakka meal, 
compliments of Marriott Food 
Service. 

Due to the increased numbers of 
students this program is expected to 
attract, he said, any individuals 
who were not bom and raised in 
either New York or New Jersey will 
be housed and attend all classes in 
Building JJ. 

“This is a special kind of offer 
that no other school has thought 
of,” Stoner said. “That stupid SAT 
and rank in class issue is no longer 
of any importance.” 

Commenting on the new pro- 
gram, GW Men’s Basketball Coach 
John Kuester said, “The kids 


played a great game, they just lost 
their momentum in the second 
half.” 

Stoner said he thought GW will 
receive a larger pool of applicants 
due to the elimination of the 
previous lengthy, in-depth applica- 
tion. “The students GW attracts 
just don’t have the time to fill out 
an application,” he said. “They 
were much too busy tanning and 
attempting to beautify themselves. 

“But wait, there’s more!” Stoner 
said, getting even more excited. 
One out of every five participants, 
he said, will receive a date with the 
administrator of his or her choice 
and a free set of Ginsu steak knives. 
“I know the top dog very well, and 
anything with two legs could get 
him in bed,” he said. “I know I’d 
like to, and as for the knives, well

Trachtenbutt was not available 
for comment, but the winner of the 
first “Tractorbutt Date,” who 
wished to remain anonymous, said 
Tractorbutt was already enjoying 
the benefits of the new admissions 
policy.

The Joint Elections Committee 
seized power today in a coup charac- 
terized by rampant executions and 
arrests.

His first action as Dictator-for-Life, 
Stifel said, after getting a rubber stamp 
with his face on it, will be to rewrite 
the JEC rules so that campus leaders 
are not elected by popular vote.

I’ll just 
pick who will succeed me.” 

Other plans, he said, include inval- 
idating all student organization 
charters and enslaving all active

Former GWUSA Presidential Can- 
didate Angelo Bianco had this to say 
about the coup: “That whole thing is 
just a barrel of monkeys. This is the 
most incompetent organization I’ve 
ever seen.” 

Stifel commented that only the JEC; 
has “the presumptive nerve to rein in 
the out-of-control ego of President 
Tractorbutt. I figure the combined 
total ego of the JEC should be able to 
get him under control.”

Finance Chair Chris Preble is listed as

Problems weigh down Marriott director

Marriott administrators had no 
comment today regarding rumors 
of illicit overspending in the 
expense account for GW Marriott 
Food Services Manager William 
“Big Bill” Yaglou. 

According to an anonymous 
source, the account was in excess of 
4 million dollars and was used for 
the sole purpose of purchasing food 
for the obese Marriott manager. 
Yaglou, who is fat, was unavailable 
for comment, but is rumored to be 
planning a press conference for 
sometime later this week. 

The expense account scandal 
comes only a week after a bitter 
contract dispute with Marriott 


workers. When asked if the issue of 
Yaglou’s weight, which is galactic 
in proportions, and enormous ap- 
petite was a factor in the negotia- 
tions, Union Negotiator Jim H.

A new and improved housing 
lottery process gets underway this 
week, and, from all indications, it 
looks like a winner. According to 
Annie “Get Your Gun and Get Off 
My Case” Webster, “This baby’s 
awesome.

The GW Scratch-it staff mourned 
the passing of Scratch-it Arts Editor 
Mark Vane yesterday after Vane, 21, a 
Texas native, died during a brutal gang 
rape by the Interfraternity Council 
Tuesday night, according to campus 
security.

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‘TrachtenDome’ to replace Smith Center

Scratch-it Bump-On-A-Log 

In a surprise announcement yester- 
day, GW Director of Athletics Steve 
“The Butcher” Bilsky said the Smith 
Center will be expanded, improved 
and re-christened “The Trachten- 
Dome.” 

GW President Stephen Jowls 
Trachtenbarge said he felt honored 
when he heard the news. “I’m just 
tickled pink over this and I can’t wait 
to get to the University Club for a 
seven-course celebratory meal,” he 
said. “That old fart of an ex-prez, 
(Lloyd) Helliott, had to wait 23 years 
before getting a school named after 
him and I get a dome named after me 
in less than a year. I honestly can’t 
think of a person at this school more 
fitting for this distinction than me. At 


this rate, I’ll own this school by the 
time I retire.” 

The dome, to be designed by 
architect Michael Brady, won’t cost 
the students a cent in tuition money, 
administrators said, because advance 
ticket sales from next year’s men’s 
basketball schedule will cover all costs. 
Plans call for the dome to be built on 
the current site of the Smith Center as 
well as the block across the street 
presently occupied by row houses, 
GW’s tennis courts and the Grant 
School. 

Displaced residents from those areas 
will live in the Dome’s luxury boxes 
once construction is complete. 
Students from the Grant School have 
been told to “get off our goddamned 
property!!” During construction, the 
present Smith Center will continue to 


be used for athletics, but students will 
not be able to use the pool, the weight 
rooms, the jogging track or the main 
arena. District of Columbia officials 
contacted at the Ramada Inn said 22nd 
Street will be closed during the build- 
ing of the TrachtenDome, with the 
eventual construction of an under- 
ground passage to the Dome to be 
known as the TrachtenTunnel. The 
Dome is scheduled for completion in 
early 1991. 

Bilsky said the new facility will seat 
44,000 for basketball and 32,000 for 
tractor pulls. The inspiration for build- 
ing a domed stadium for GW came to 
him while watching other schools play, 
he said. “Syracuse plays in a dome and 
they always make it into the NCAA 
tournament. With the TrachtenDome, 


GW will finally have a shot at the Final 
Four, or of at least hosting it. ” 

Bilsky added that many facilities not 
presently available in the Smith Center 
will be included in the new Dome. 
These include expanded locker rooms, 
indoor tennis courts, aerobics rooms 
and saunas for the female 
cheerleaders, a driving range for golf, 
a 70-meter ski-jump ramp, two cock- 
fighting rings and “a really big office 
for myself.” Also, plans for the 
TrachtenDome’s new basketball floor 
call for a parquet (BUTTER) design a 
la the Boston Garden. 

When asked for his opinion on 
leading his team in battle in a brand 
new arena, GW men’s basketball 
coach John Kuester said “the kids 
played real hard. If the wheels had 
only fallen off their (GW’s oppo- 


nent’s) wheelchairs in the second half, 
we could have pulled it out.” 

Asked for his opinion on the 
TrachtenDome, Smith Center Director 
Mike Peller, while herding sheep out 
of his office, said, “I’m psyched! Now 
we can get some truly awesome bands 
to play here at GW, like Mr. Mister or 
Juice Newton.” 

In a related announcement, Bilsky 
revealed that GW had decided to 
change the school nickname from the 
Colonials to the Runnin’ Revolu- 
tionaries. “It’s mostly to reflect the 
new direction the athletic program has 
taken with the addition of the cross- 
country team,” he said. “Besides, it’s 
got even more syllables than Colonials 
and will be next to impossible to cheer 
at any game.”

The National Collegiate Athletic Association 
kicked everyone who played for the 88-89 GW 
men’s basketball off the team at the end of the 
season because, as one official put it, “they 
suck!” 

The NCAA will allow GW to recruit anyone it 
wants for next season. “They were an embar- 
rasmant to GW, the NCAA, America, Dean 
Smith (my hero), street people and, most 
importantly, me,” GW head coach John 
Kuester said.
